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YOUR AIRPORT-~ 
"USE IT OR LOSE IT"

The term “use it or'lose it” is 
a phrase coined several years ago 
by the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
and at that time was used with 
regard to the inauguration of new 
service by local service airlines 
to cities throughout the United 
States. This term simply meant 
‘that if within a certain period of 
time the city did not use the air- 
line service provided by the local 
air service carrier, it would then 
lose its airline service. Today, we 
have a situation at the Tri-City 
Airport where the term “use it or 
lose it”? can also be applied. Either 
the citizens of the Tri-City area 
use the facilities at the Tri-City 
Airport, or they have a chance of 
losing not only the airline service, 
but the airport itself. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has 
instituted an investigation under 
Docket #14288 whereby the ques- 
tion of whether or not the con- 
tinuance of United Airlines serv- 
ice at the Tri-City Airport serving 
Midland, Bay City and Saginaw 
should continue or whether North 
Central Airlines, a local service 
carrier on government subsidy, 
should be allowed to operate the 
market exclusively, therefore 
‘eliminating the need for subsidy. 
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Also in this investigation is the 
possible question of a regional 
airport serving Midland, Bay City, 
Saginaw and Flint. This could þe 


Bishop Airport in Flint, the Tri- 


City Airport, or a new airport mid- 
way between the two areas. This 
investigation could very well mean 
that the air transportation facili- 
ties being provided by United Air- 
lines, a trunk air carrier, a 
Tri-City Airport could by Federal 
Order be changed or eliminated, 
therefore greatly affecting the air 
transportation needs of the citi- 
zens of the Tri-City area. The facts 
I am about to present indicate 
that there is need for improvement 
in the attitude of citizens from the 
Tri-City area in regard to the use 
of local air transportation facili- 
ties. As we look at the facts and 
the future, 
not made, the Civil Aeronautics 
Board in reality could all but 
eliminate the air transportation 
potential of the Tri-City area. 
In 1962, there were 11,708 air 


carrier operations at the Tri-City 


Airport. This amounts to 32 oper- 
ations per day. During the same 
period of time, 96,970 people got 
on or off airline aircraft at the 
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Tri-City Airport, an average of 
265 passengers per day, or 8.3 pas- 
sengers per flight per day, in- 
bound and outbound from the Tri- 
City Airport. This is not a very 
good average, but if you were to 
add to the figures that have been 
presented the number of people 
from the Tri-City area who drove 
to and from Detroit and boarded 
aircraft at Willow Run or Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, then I am 
sure the statistics would be far 
better. Therefore, our problem 
seems to be that there are too 
many people .from the cities of 
Midland, Bay City and Saginaw 
who are not using and supporting 
their local airport faéilities but 
are instead contributing to the 
support of other airports, to the 
detriment of Tri-City Airport. Un- 
doubtedly, these people have their 
reasons for not using local facili- 
ties, but if each one of them were 
to weigh the advantages to him- 
self against the disadvantages to 
the entire Tri-City area, as a re- 
sult of their not using the airport 
facilities their tax dollars are pro- 
viding, I think a lot of them would 
begin to use the services we have 
here at our own front door. There 
are situations whereby during in- 
clement weather, our facilities’ 
are such that aircraft cannot land 
at Tri-City Airport when they can 
land at places like Flint and De- 
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troit. We do not have the non-stop 
jet service that is provided from 
the Detroit Airports. The Tri-City 
‘Airport Commission realizes these 
problems and is working with the 
Federal Aviation Agency to pro- 
vide a control tower and instru- 
ment landing facilities at Tri-City 
Airport so we can become an all- 
weather facility and provide the 
people of the Tri-City area with 


a good, all-around air transporta- 
tion system. We will never have 
the volume or diversity of airline 
service that Detroit airports pro- 
vide, but we will have good, ade- 
quate se as well as connect- 

both and 
uircraft. E 
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and jet service provided, our citi- 


zens, you, your family, your 


friends, your business associates 
and your company must recognize 
the need for supporting your local 
airport facility and working with 
your Tri-City Airport Commis- 
sion in providing in this airport’ 
facility what you, the traveling 
public, want from the standpoint. 
of terminal facilities, air carrier 
schedules, and general aviation. 
services. 


In summary, let me say that I 
am sure that if we can reach 
enough people by this article, and 
have them discussing it, and if 
need be, calling the airlines or 
the Airport Commission to voice 
their thoughts on existing service’ 
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nd facilities, we can eventually 
obtain the support your airport 
deserves. It’s strictly up to you
